ith a tousle of reddish hair and circular 

specs, Bernie Herman sports an authentic 

bookish look that hipsters and young writ- 
er-wannabes take great pains to achieve. 

Down at the University of North Carolina, 

he is known as Bernard L. Herman, George B. 


Tindall Distinguished Professor of Southern Stud- 


ies and Folklore. He's been awarded a Guggenheim 
Fellowship and written books and essays about 
18th century urban housing, the art of Thornton 
Dial and something he calls “uncollecrible craft.” 
In short, he's exactly the sort you'd expect to 


spot in a library. But Herman’s favorite library isn't 
so much wood-paneled as it is wooded. On a plot 
of land next to his 18th century home on the East- 
ern Shore sits 2 acres of the living tomes known as 
Ficus carica. 

Or as you and I would call chem, figs. 

There, protected by a stand of swaying pines, 
are about 15 varieties of the ancient fruit: some Нас, 
some round; some the size of a silver dollar, others 
as big as a baseball. 

Herman’s fig library, nor unlike seed libraries, 
offers a collection of obscure and heirloom plants. 


Bernie Herman's library of figs began casually, but it squares with his interest 
in history and foodways. Eat a fig and taste what our ancestors ate: Figs are clones.

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It sits in a grove of about three dozen widely spaced 
trees planted in vaguely straight rows. Some are 
little more than twigs relying on metal stakes for 
strength. Others are dense, with hand-shaped 
leaves from ground to crown, and huge enough to 
fill a two-car garage. All seem more bush than tree. 

Herman invited me in early August, when most 
of his library's teardrop-shaped fruits were nearing 
peak ripeness. Some were purplish. Others had a 
green cast or a honey huc. 

^] ve gor it so that they come in stages,” he said. 
“I generally try to grow them in pairs so that when 
I destroy onc by mistake I still have one." 

Herman occasionally disappeared into the foli- 
age, emerging a few minutes later with one or two 
figs cradled in hand, saying, "Now try this." Some 
tasted like cane sugar, others honey, cinnamon or 
citrus, and one had a depth of flavor like a fine sau- 
terne, 

So how did a history nerd get into this? Well, 
first, you have to know thar Herman is che type 
in his spare time to delve into the history of corn 
pone, or the fate of the Eastern Shore Accomack 
apple, which has not been sighted since 1923. And 
second, well, his wife likes figs. 

So Herman found one "and plunked ir in over 
there,” he said, indicating a medium-sized tree in his 


collection. "And then ! started running into figs and 


all these varieties. Then I started realizing that some 
of these varicties have very long histories here.” 

His interest only grew once he learned chat 
North American figs are clones. They are not as- 
sisted in pollination by bees. This means Herman 
could enjoy essentially the same figs our ancestors 
ate. And for him, the flavor and the back stories 
were equally seductive. 

Herman has collected figs from all over: a fam- 
ily burial ground in che fishing village of Willis 
Wharf, a yard sale in Onancock, the clearance bin 
at the local hardware store. One came from Cheri- 
ton Crossroads, an old African American commu- 
nity on the south end of the Shore, and another 
from a lineage that goes back to Louisiana State 
University, a disgruntled employce and a fig grove 
destroyed in anger. 

But Flerman's favorite fig story is one involv- 
ing the Hog Island fig. During his research he ran 
across a phoro taken around 1890 on Hog Island, 
a once-Aourishing barrier island abandoned in 
the 1930s because of rising sea and storms. In the 
photograph, a young boy and a stern-faced wom- 
an wearing long skirt sit in front of a fig tree that 
dwarfs the dwelling beside it. Herman was en- 
chanted. 

After a local fisherman reported sceing a scrag- 
gly specimen clinging to life along the island's

western bank, Herman decided co investigate. He 
and Tom Gallivan, a shell fisherman turned sleuth, 
boarded a skiff and headed out into Hog Island 
Bay. 

“Tom and | trudged through everything,’ Her- 
man said. “It was in August. We had to wear wad- 
ers on dry land because the bugs were so vicious. 
We gor out there and sure enough there's this little 
fig tree, right on the edge.” 

There is an oft-told story on the Eastern Shore 
about Hog Island, about the time that President 
Grover Cleveland stayed at che island's hunt club. 
Ac a banquet he dined on a dessert of local fig pre- 
serves, “the club's special pride,” according to his- 
torical records. 

In his own fg library, Herman approached a 
good-sized bush lush with deeply lobed leaves. “It's 
the one thar's рог the oldest best documented his- 
tory. he said, “the fig that I'm pretty sure Grover 
Cleveland dined on ... in 1892.” 

He offered me one. It was sweet wich a classic 
fig flavor, but perhaps more intense, perhaps be- 
cause I'm tasting history. 

"A lot of these might nor be ... uncommon,” 
Herman said, wandering off to another tree. "It's 
the stories that matter here.” Bl

A: A couple of the guys went off to college, and it was 
time for me to get my shit straight. | decided to go do 
an audition at Berklee College of Music up in Boston. 
] wrote a nice piece of music on guitar and performed 
it for them in this really scary little audition room. 
A couple of days later, 1 ger a call saying 1 wasnt ac- 
cepted, and it kind of bummed me out because at the 
time I'd been playing music for several years, and ic 
was kind of all I thought І could do. 

So after 1 was rejected from the school, I came 
back to Virginia and met a guy named Zach (Geh- 
ring) in a band there, at a coffee shop. He played gui- 
tar in a band called Mae, which had put out a couple 
of records. They were a worldwide touring act. We 
hit it off, became good buds, and I think within a 
couple of months they all asked me if 1 wanted to go 
on the road and just travel wich them as a guitar tech, 
because I was good at guitar. I said, “Of course.” And 
that just kind of carried on for three years. 


Q: How long did you stay with Mae? 

A: I stopped touring with Mae (around 2010). The 
band was slowing down a litrle bit, but also I had met 
a girl (Sara, now his wife). By this point, I had been 
doing this for seven years or something, just focusing 


on playing music and traveling for several years. and 1 
hit a point where I was 20 or 21, and I started think- 
ing that | needed to start a band myself. So I came 
back to Virginia and worked a couple of little odd 
jobs, and in the meantime started a band called Riv- 
er James with Jacob (Marshall), the drummer from 
Mae, and two friends of ours from D.C. ... made a 
record, traveled around when Mae wasn't touring. ... 
We did that for about a year and a half, and it sort 
of fizzled.

like, “Hey, look, I've made this really awesome thriller, 
and | want you to score it. The problem is, we dont 
have any money, but were mixing the film ar the Sky- 
walker Ranch ош in San Francisco. To me, 1 was like, 
"Oh. Yeah, of course. That's incredible. 1 would love 
to do thar.” (Skywalker is George Lucas sound mixing 
and engincering campus, where the audio was pro- 
duced for the Srar Wars films.) At this point, Í was just 
head over heels with the idea of doing this for a living, 
and at the same time Í wasn't making any money. I was 
just living off savings from touring with Mac. 

So | went out to Skywalker and scored this mov- 
ie, and 1 worked with this guy Gary Rizzo, who is an 
Oscar winner.

He won an Oscar for /nception 
the year before I was out there, and he was just so cool, 
so supportive of my music. | remember we had this 
surreal conversation when we were watching onc of 
the scenes in the film when he was like, "You should 
do this for a living.

He jumped headlong into 
life as an avocational artist, creating more land- 
scapes and pets but following his muse wherever it 
appeared, especially in coastal locations. 

He often replicates candid scenes at the junc- 
tion of land and sea — a small sailboat leaving 
the leeward shore, a weathered workboat moored 
at day's end, the intricate rigging of a tall ship at

anchor. Through broad strokes and thoughtful 
composition, he makes those everyday backdrops 
ethereal, poignant, remarkable. 

Since he began, Dice has taken classes to refine 
his technique and he now aims for a painting a week, 
though some take much longer. "An accomplished 
artist once told me that the reason he was good was 
that he had made 8,000 paintings," Dice says. While 
he isn't chere yet, he is motivated. He sells the best 
ones on his website, Broken Canvas Arr. 

The individuals and businesses that buy his 
work are a shot in the arm, as are the exhibits co 
which he's been invited, including Suffolk Art 
League's juried shows as well as Suffolk Parks and 
Recreation s annual show, in which he won ап hon- 
orable mention.

Candace Forbes found her muse in the same way 
she found her calling. Forbes, a nurse anesthetist, 
works for NorthStar Anesthesia at Bon Secours 
Surgery Center at Virginia Beach. Her profession, 
coupled wich an earnest desire to help people of 
mcager means, has offered opportunities to illumi- 
nate the austere beauty of corners of the globe not 
well known by most Americans. 

Forbes, who lives in Smithfield, makes an effort 
to join a nonprofit on annual mission trips, often 
to western Africa, working at volunteer-run health 
clinics in arcas that cypically lack adequate medical 
care. She's been working five years with the group, 
New Harvest Missions International. 

Although many of these missions venture into 
some potentially dangerous regions, Forbes feels 
she has little choice. "As Christian medical provid- 
ers, we're called to serve there,” she says. 

She often has little time for deliberate, thoughtful 
photography when people arrive in droves for care, 
which is why her camera of choice on these trips is 


a small, simple point-and-shoot. But the trips are

replete with evocative scenes that she feels impelled 
to document in rare moments of down time — wom- 
en carrying jars of water on their heads, or a mother 
and child waiting to be seen by clinic staff. 

“There's this look, almost a blankness behind 
their faces,” she says. “I have a tendency to migrate 
toward pictures of people because I wonder about 
their situation, what their life is like. My life is so 
privileged and I wonder what their backstory is.” 

Forbes’ images urge viewers to ponder the 
complexity of that backstory. The photographs are 
a glimpse of a faraway land and its pcople, entirely 
foreign to American culture. Yet the subjects berray 
familiar emotions — hope and happiness, fatigue 
and sorrow. These are powerful contrasts, made all 
the more acute in black-and-white. 

Forbes' 
humanitarian missions, though. She travels as often 


photography isnt limited to her 
for pleasure. It was on a trip to the Sinai Peninsula, 
just inside the Egyptian border, that she captured 
a stark image of nomadic Bedouins, its impact 


accentuated by the harrowing journey she and her

Others recognize Forbes penchant for drawing 
viewers in; she has shown her work several times at

tographers іп Norfolk. 

Forbes balks at talk of her natural eye for com- 
position, says her husband is che better photog- 
rapher. But she has a knack for finding powerful 
images: a colorful fruit stand in a monochromatic 
Israeli landscape; the beauty ofan austere canyon in 
Jordan; beaming children at Kpalimé, Togo, tickled 
as much with the novelty of a digital camera as with 
the medical care. 
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DIANA CHAPPELL "TELLING STORIES 


It was on a mission trip to Ghana in 2012 that 
Diana Chappell first felt impelled to tell a story 
through pictures. Chappell, who lives in Norfolk, was 
in Africa with United Methodist Women when she 
came across slave castles — imposing commercial for- 
tresses along the Atlantic coast where slave traders im- 
prisoned people awaiting transport to the Americas. 

She crept through the dank passages beneath the 
castle walls, and she felt the pressing weight of all those 
wretched souls. “The whole experience was moving,” 
she says, "more powerful than | thought it would be.” 

At waters edge, she poured water back into the 
ocean as homage to the African ancestors shackled 
and shipped west on the Middle Passage - many of 
whom never made it alive. She had spent some 30 
years working professionally for advocacy groups in 
and around Tidewater, but it was that experience on 
the West African shore that convinced her she had a 
new purpose behind a lens. 

Her images from Africa are a powerful medium for 
dramatic expression, because in them lies undeniable 
artistry — a person's eye peering at the viewer through 
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the weathered iron bars of a cell, for instance, and the 
stour structure of a fortress looming over the craggy 
ocean coastline. Bur these are the same vistas untold 
thousands of people saw centuries ago as they reeled 
in terror of their unknown fate. 

In fact, Chappell is no stranger to the narrative 
mission of professional photojournalists. She has 
worked on behalf of women, alternatives for the 
death penalty, and political campaigns, among oth- 
er causes. Even in semi-retirement, she works for 
Wesley Community Service Center in Portsmouth, 
which provides services for pcople in need. 

"Photography is one way | do that,” she says. 
“105 nice to be on the other side of the camera, tell- 
ing other people's stories for a change.” 

Like Candace Forbes, Chappell took part in 
Feminine Light: Three Women Photographers. She has 
also exhibited at the Slover Library in Norfolk and 
at the Hampton University Museum. 

At an exhibition at Norfolk State University for 
Black History Month, Chappell displayed photo- 
graphs of the slave castles. "One reaction some people 


had was guilt, and they seemed to apologize for what 
happened in the past,” she says. "Sorry? 1 want them 
to understand that I am presenting history so that we 
can all better understand each other. There's no need 
to be sorry. This is reality. This brings us together." 

Chappell cultivates that unity by documenting 
the people and places that comprise local African 
American culture: a group of Ghanaians at Norfolk 
Assembly Church of Pentecost; Fort Monroe, where 
Africans first landed in British North America; the 
vestiges of Nat Turners slave uprising in Southamp- 
ton County. 

This is history, says Chappell, that illuminates so 
much about where we are as a nation today. But it 
could just as soon be forgotten without devoted pa- 
trons to keep ir alive. Photographing African Amer- 
ican history and culture is a sort of counterweight to 
the information overload of the digital age. “So many 
people dont acknowledge their history,” she says, "but 


we all have іг, and ісѕ all important.”

Dr. Michael Javernick’s day job rests оп а foun- 
dation of hard science — clinical measurements, 
objective symptoms, precise treatment regimens. 
So it might come as a surprise that when he is not 
in a lab соаг, he's often exercising another part of 
his brain, creating intricate abstract paintings and 
drawings. 

Before he went to medical school Javernick 
actually worked as an artist, teaching drawing at 
Washington University in St. Louis. 

In the competitive world of academic art where 
"publish or perish" translates into exhibiting one's 
work in prominent galleries, he did quite well. He 
showed his work in New York Ciry, Los Angeles 
and St. Louis, among many other cities. 

105 true that his career and his avocation are, by 
and large, worlds apart — the dispassionate reason 
needed for patient care contrasts with the dreamy 
freedom of creating art. But Javernick, a primary 
care physician in Williamsburg, says there’s more 
crossover than one might think. 


For one, art — both making it and appreciating

the nuances in che work of others — hones the skill 
of observation. Javernick can precisely recall, he 
says, “what a specific wound looked like the third 
time I saw it rwo years ago,” an ability he attributes 
to the perceptional skills he has picked up over 
three decades as an artist. 

What's more, the steady stream of patients and 
the endless list of maladies they bring means that 
physicians are always learning — as with the novel 
techniques and approaches one employs creating 
art. "You never know what you're going to find,” he 
says. “You never get to a point when you're finished 
and you know everything.” 

Like his medical training and practice, his art 
is chought-provoking, intellectual. That's where its 
incrigue lies. What appears at first to be wild and 
free exploration is, upon closer inspection, richly 
detailed and intricate depictions of life. 

Biological extraction pervades his work, he says. 
The figures that emerge on canvas often exhibit 
radial symmetry or, as with the human body, bilar- 


eral. Successive pieces he has created call to mind

the evolution of living organisms on Earth. 

Javernick isn’t afraid to fold objective reality 
into his artwork. One piece juxtaposes different 
patterns of eggs laid by salamanders. Another uses 
strings embedded in successive layers of resin to 
show DNA combinations through generations, 
pushing the boundaries of art by incorporating sci- 
entific information in a single visual image. 

Since leaving academia, he feels less pressure to 
perform. “It’s really liberating го be able to do іс for 
myself,” he says. In his studio (his garage) Javernick 
takes his time, and helps his nwo daughters nurture 
an appreciation for making art, with only the desire 
to bring captivating illustrations co the world. 

"IF I can make really beautiful work that I like, 
and that Í can give to other people,” he says, “that’s 
enough reward for me.”

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HISTORIC INN RECEIVES FACE-LIFT 
AND 15 AGAIN READY TO ENTERTAIN.

here is queenliness in strolling the 

brick paths, a meditative focus, not so 

much on getting there as being there, 

seduced by the orchesrrated tranquil- 

ity. Time settles so serenely here at 

the Williamsburg Inn that the hurry 
scurry of daily life slips away, and the act of sitting with 
an actual hardback book on a chaise under an artfully 
placed umbrella seems right and wise, a beaded glass of 
tea or wine at the elbow. 

It seems entirely fitting that Queen Elizaberh II 
herself has walked through this wisteriad archway, the 
fountain splashing discreetly, the lawn smooth and 
green, the angles precise. 

Both the building and the grounds are designed 
to reflect the Regency period, the architectural age 
after the American Revolution, in direct contrast to 
the pre-Revolutionary clapboard-and-shake-shingle 
era of the historic district itself. 

John D. and Abby Aldrich Rockefeller — Ameri- 
cas royalty — envisioned a “magnificent hostelry” for 
people traveling from afar to visit Colonial Williams- 
burg, and they built it here, down a long promenade 
jutting off the side of the historic area, both to make 
it clear that no such building existed when Williams- 
burg was the nation's capital and to raise guests’ an- 
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ticipation as they approached. 

That elegance and comfort has been refreshed and 
refurbished, the patio expanded, the golf course and 
spa upgraded to turn the inn from a place to sleep 
while visiting historic sites into the kind of resort 
whole families НосК to for weddings and holidays, or 
where couples retreat for a weekend of romance. 

The Colonial Williamsburg Foundation, owner of 
the inn, wont say how much was spent on the up- 
grades. only that it is the most extensive renovation 
in 15 years. The exterior work began in January and 
was completed in April, with a grand opening in June. 


iveried bellmen unload cars, doorkeep- 
ers polish brass, and registration clerks 
offer sparkling wine at check-in. The 
air is of quiet wealth and release from 

the perry worries of the hoi polloi. 
“Tourism as related го history is 
going down,” says spa director Denise Haddaway. 
“This property overall was all about the history, and 
the hotels were a place to stay. Now the focus has shift- 

ed to this being an overall resort, a destination.” 

It is still very much what the Rockefellers envi- 
sioned. When the inn was being built in 1936, the 
Rockefellers had a faux room built in Rockefeller Cen- 


Because of changes in tourism, the inn - in its first upgrade in 
15 years - has adjusted its focus to be a destination in itself, 


ter in New York so that they could see and feel, re- 
arrange and redesign, move this and sit there, every 
selection precise. Then, in the weeks before the inn 
opened in 1937, they slept in each of the 62 guest 
rooms to ensure their elegance and case. 

"] shall not be happy to go forward with the 
Inn," John Rockefeller had written, "until 1 feel that 
the most possible has been made of each room with 
regards to comfort, convenience and charm." 

Indeed, when Abby Rockefeller walked into the 
newly built lobby she promptly set about rearranging 
the furniture. The settee needed to go here, the wing- 
back chair there, so that guests could sit in comfort- 
able conversational clusters. 

The massive rug chosen as an antique by the 
Rockefellers is still the centerpiece of the lobby, al- 
beit a replica. Much of the original furniture is there, 
100. There are gilt sconces and crystal chandeliers, in- 
laid tables and portraits of our nation's founders. But 
the Rockefellers’ heavy draperies are gone, opening a 
view across the beautiful golf course, its stately oaks 
and sycamores casting pools of shade all the way to 
the horizon. 
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Abby's conversational clusters remain but che 
colors are lighter, the room brighter, the fireplaces 
topped by gilded mirrors against which lean prints 
from the collections of Colonial Williamsburg and 
Abby herself. The details, as wich all things Williams- 
burg, are carefully curated, and the effect is of grace 
and comfort, and of authenticity to an era. 

Thus the curtains are duplicates of those found 
in Regency drapery pattern books, made by a staff 
of on-site seamstresses, and the wallpaper could have 
come from a country estate of the time, says interior 
designer Cheryl Griggs. 

Most hotels completely refurbish every seven 
years, for a newer, fresher look. "That is not us,” she 
says, “especially in our guest rooms, where people 
want to be pampered in royal, elegant surroundings." 

Much of the artwork is original, and the motifs 
of cagle and dauphin, of swags and beading, of tas- 
sels and medallions, echo from chair to bureau to 
frame. The bathroom counters arc real marble. There 
are fresh flowers on the vanity and a live orchid next 
to the soaking tub. At night. the turn-down service 
features a tiny bottle of peachcello and aperitif glass- 


es, plus Dean & DeLuca chocolates, all balanced on 


a pillow made in-house, a replica of one used on a 
vanity chair crafted for the queen. 

Get the right room and you can sleep in the same 
bed she slept in. You can soak in the same tub, sit 
at the same vanity. Then you can wander down the 
brick pathway to the serenity pool, where guests float 
in peace. There are no cell phones, no music, no kids 
or cannonballs, just the sound of cicadas and the 
occasional wanderings of chubby groundhogs and 
twitchy rabbits. 

Just up the way is the spa, where you can be 
wrapped in sage-infused hot towels and then mas- 
saged with hot stones in an attic room of the former 
Abby Aldrich Rockefeller Folk Art Museum. This so- 
called 17th century treatment is designed to mimic 
the sweat lodges of the Powhatan Indians who once 
lived on this land. There are treatments named after 
other centuries, with other herbs, plus salt scrubs and 
aromatherapy, pedicures and yoga. The spa has steam 
rooms and deep whirlpools, and elevators separated 
by gender so that you can rise from locker room to 


treatment room in the thickest of white robes with-

out worrying about feeling awkward. Attendants of- 
fer lotions and tonics, tinctures and teas. 

And, oh, the food! Under the leadership of ex- 
ecutive chef Travis Brust, each bite is constructed to 
combine Southern, mid-Atlantic cuisine with spices 
introduced to the Colonies by British global trade. 

Thus local crab is seasoned with what the menu 
calls palace kirchen seasoning — a blend of the five 
C's of cumin, coriander, clove, cinnamon and cur- 
ry. [here is goat cheese topped with pimento pepper 
jam, the sheepnose peppers imported to che Colonies 
by Thomas Jefferson. The coronation crab salad is a 
play on the chicken salad made for the crowning of 
British kings, the chicken replaced by mid-Atlantic 
Southern crab. Dessert options include cardamom 
plum sorbet. 

“A common theme you'll find here that ricochets 
from the Rockefeller Room to breakfast to in-room 
dining is that everything is focused on the expanse 
of the British Empire and what that brought to our 
region,” Brust says. "If you go to the palace kitch- 
en youl! look up on the wall and see what types of 
seasonings they have there, and you'll sec the same 


things you sce in Whole Foods that everyone thinks 


are amazing and new — the turmeric, the cardamom 
— youre going to see that balance itself through every 
meal." 

This is not the historically accurare food of the 
tourist taverns, though. Instead it is rcfined and 
contemporary, playing homage to ingredients thar 
flowed through Williamsburg in its early days. 

And of course, Colonial Williamsburg flows 
through the inn as well. Promptly at 5:45 each night, 
patio guests nursing barrel-aged Manhattans and 
Negronis are abruptly interrupted when the hap- 
py-hour fife and drum corps arrives, marching 
through the lobby and out the French doors to the 
terrace, where they pivot and perform to the clicks of 
cameras before marching back out and leaving every- 
one to their quiet conversations. 

There is time tomorrow to visit the sites, ta per- 
haps scream down a roller coaster or whack your 
way through a round of golf. But tonight is meant 
for sitting, for gazing, for just being present in this 
oasis from the workaday world. “Tonight is meant to 
let someone else pamper, to let someone сібе serve. 


Tonight, here, is a time and a place to just be. Ш

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THE FIRST EDITION OF DISTINCTION 
looked quite a bit different from the one you're hold- 
ing now. It was a glossy broadsheet in The Virginian- 
Pilot chat featured mostly advertorial-style content: 
photos of flashy cars, high-end watches and the like. 

The concept was a stab in the dark by a group of 
ambitious advertising folk who knew they had some- 
thing to say but weren't entirely sure how to say it. 

Fast forward a decade and Distinction is now a 
magazine that operates separate from the newspa- 
per and is regularly lauded for its writing and de- 
sign. It has been onc of the top two magazines in 
its division in each of the past four ycars (including 
two first-place finishes), according to the Society for 
Features Journalism, a national organization, and it 
is often copied (sometimes directly) by publications 
across the country. 

That's a long ways from the "luxury automotive" 
supplement John Fall imagined in 2007 when he 
pitched the idea as a way to target a more upscale 
audience. Fall knew some advertisers were looking 
for a place to showcase luxury products, and the 


daily newspaper didn't seem the best fit. So com- 


irst 


pany leaders took a chance on his idea for a slick 
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advertising supplement in The Pilot. 

Inspired in part by Charleston-based Garden & 
Gun magazine, which had launched that spring, 
Fall, by this time the publisher, sought to create 
something that would uncover the very best of what 
our region had to offer. That goal formed the founda- 
tion of what remains Distinction s mission statement. 

The magazine's look and feel were initially con- 
ccived by its first editor and photographer, Mark 
Edward Atkinson of Otto Design, a marketing 
agency. His lush photography and artistic influence 
would become the calling card of the magazine. 
Since then Distinction has added to its roster a cadre 
of the state's best shooters, including Keith Lanpher, 
Todd Wright and Adam Ewing, cach helping to 
elevate the publication to new heights. 

Judy Le took over as editor in 2011, bringing 
with her a long resume in journalism and a passion 
for human interest stories. She pushed the magazine 
from what she calls "an overtly luxury-oriented pub- 
lication” to something that embraced the region's 
culture and people. And with that change came sev- 
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eral award-winning writers, including Janine Latus, 
Mike Hixenbaugh, Diane Tennant, Greg Lacour 
and Lorraine Eaton. 

The result is a beautiful publication thar rells 
some truly great stories. Distincrion has followed old 
soldiers to the shores of Normandy and aging surfers 
to the beaches of Costa Rica. It has been inside the 
ring with the country's first female Olympic boxing 
coach and on the course with a local PGA star at 
the British Open. lt has exalted authors, artists and 
musicians. And it has interviewed celebrities, boch 
national and local, and introduced readers to the 
best clothiers and artisans and chefs Tidewater has 
to offer. lt has even taken time to rub the bellies of 
the cutest pups in Norfolk. 

“les success was not a surprise,” Fall says now. 
“We all knew the region's hidden secrets just need- 
ed to be shared with the correct person behind the 
camera and pen. Distinction was an awakening of 
regional pride.” 

And it's not done. There are more stories to tell, 
more pcople to meet.

NORWOOD THOMAS | ONCE A HERO, ALWAYS A HERO 


YOU MIGHT RECOGNIZE NORWOOD 
THOMAS from a story about love that went viral 
a couple years back. But before then he was one of 
Distinctions most popular cover models. 

Thomas was featured as a “hero among us,” one 
of che D-Day veterans who are stars in France but 
remain pretty much unknown at home. Тһе maga- ; 
zine sent a writer and photographer to chronicle his I 
journey returning to Normandy in 2014 for the 70th 
anniversary of the epic World War II campaign. 

These days the 95-year-old gets recognized trav- 
eling to the local Hardee's for morning biscuits. 


That's mainly because of the 2015 story about his 


renewed contact wich his wartime girlfriend. 

His Skype date with Joyce Morris, whom he first 
met in London when she was 17, was documented = 
in the local news. lt was such a popular story that 
readers launched an online fundraiser to reunite the 
long-lost lovers. Thar caught the attention of Air 
New Zealand, which donated tickets for Thomas 
and his son, Steve, to visit her. Follow-up stories 
were plastered across media outlets worldwide. 

“When I put my arms around her I felt an emo- 
tion I hadn't felt for a long time," Thomas said at 
the time. 

Father and son planned to return this spring to 
visit her again, but she died in December after suf- 
fering a heart attack. That has left che old war hero to 
occupy himself stateside. 

In July he attended a weeklong event in Okla- 
homa where anyone could train to Бе a WWIl-style 
paratrooper. Thomas — who in 1944 parachuted 
into Normandy as a member of the Army's 1015г 
Airborne — got to pin the recruits ar che end of their | 
training. A photo taken ar the event shows him grin- 
ning from the side of a plane, dressed head to toe in 
paratrooper garb. 

Steve Thomas says his father is fearless but aging 
nonetheless. He is now fighting kidney disease and 
Type 2 diabetes. Luckily his prostate cancer is in 
remission. Still, he bounces between veterans events 
and appointments under the care of six doctors. 

But he is not stopping yet. He intends to con- 
tinue skydiving, which he started at age 88, and he 
wants to return to Normandy in two years for the 
75th anniversary of D-Day. 

"I'm going to do as nearly what I want to do, as 
my health will allow," Thomas says. M 
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His star continues lo nse, his work is shown worldwide. But he's also adjusted his methods, adding structure, ay,

Some are in expected 
locations, like the Virginia Museum of Fine Arts in Richmond, the Kohn Gal- 
lery in Los Angeles and the Galerie Ron Mandos in Amsterdam. Others arc 
surprising and offbeat locations, like a skate park in Detroit, the side of a 
building in Paris, a billboard on Interstate 70 in Missouri. 

"Though he is busier than ever, McGinness says he feels as if life has slowed 
down for him. He now has two young daughters — Evelyn, 6, and Maxine, 3 
— who kcep him and his wife, Trish, busy. This has forced him to get structured 
in a way that seems to have only improved his art. 

“You create order in your life so you can have chaos in the work," he says 
with a laugh. “That's definitely the idea." 

McGinness has become interested in making what he calls "studio views" 
— paintings of his studio that include paintings within. In that way, he says, 


_ they look like reproductions but are original works. 


He's also released 19 books, which he uses as a way of marking his progress 
and moving on. "It's a way for me to organize my outlet and my life,” he says. 
“I can literally shelve past projects.” 

McGinness and Trish bought and renovated a home in Amsterdam, which 
he considers something of a retreat. And though he's pulled back a little in 
recent years to spend time with their daughters, he says he never tires of doing 
the work. 

“Its difficult to suppress, to accommodate this How of ideas," he says.

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with old friends, ones she didn’t even know had 
moved back to Virginia Beach.

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Grow's CEO combines new tech and old 


charm in a beautifully remodeled Ghent home

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Drew Ungyvarsky presses against the ceiling-high glass doors in his new kitchen, using his whole body to slide them open. 
It’s called a Nana Wall, a brand of folding accordion glass doors that when open provide a smooth transition to his new 
backyard, which includes a hydraulically powered movable deck and overhead pergola. 

The modern kitchen, complete with a wine fridge and white quartz countertops, is che centerpiece of Ungvarsky's 
freshly renovated home on Maury Avenue in the historic Ghent district. 

Ungvarsky, CEO of Grow, a digital branding agency based on downtown Granby Street, bought the place in 2015 
with wife Amber for a little more than $500,000. ‘They've been pouring their hearts - and pocketbooks — into it ever since. 

On the last day of official contract work, Ungvarsky makes his way through the rooms, excitedly discussing the before 
and after aspects of cach. 

The home, built in 1921, has three floors and almost 4,000 square feet — plenty for the family of four. The couple and 
their children, 7-year-old Austin and 2-year-old Annabelle, lived nearby in Ghent before moving in the spring, 

The couple had gone on an extensive house hunt that spanned nearly two years and 30 properties before they fell in 
love with this place, a brick home straddling the Victorian and Craftsman styles. 

Inside, the Ungvarskys have turned it into a modern smart-home lover's dream. 

It was a "long road" of a year spent gutting and redoing the home, Drew Ungvarsky says. “We wanted to restore the 
house with as much historic character. but with a modern touch." 

“That proved a bit of a challenge. "We're never going to move in here,” his wife quipped at onc point.

The house was essentially stripped to its bones inside, with walls knocked 
down to open up spaces for large, communal areas. Other work included ripping 
our carpet on the stairs, updating the bathrooms and adding distinctly modern 
touches: a floating closet in the master suite, a curbless shower in the master bath, 
and geometric light fixtures shipped in from Portland, Oregon. The harp pine 
floors and most doors are original. 

The Ungvarskys bid out the project nearly five times before finding a contrac- 
tor they trusted to deal with both the historic and modern parts of the home. “It's 
a dizzying array of detail,” he says, “especially when you pay attention to all of it, 
which is my personality.” 

Then comes the fun part: the demo phase, a.k.a. smashing the walls to bits. 
Young Austin was a big fan of this stage. “He loved the fact 1 was telling him to 
kick holes in the walls,” his dad says. “But I remembered 1 had to tell him” when 
to stop. 

“The demo phase is super exciting because you find new spaces. It's so trans- 
formative,” he says. “But then there’s the boring phase: wiring, plumbing, and 
that takes forever.” 

For his own fun, Ungvarsky, 37, used three-dimensional modeling software to 
visualize designs throughout the home — think Joanna Gaines’ virtual modeling 
in HGTV's Fixer Upper. Using SketchUp, he could stand in a room, hold up his 
iPad, and fiddle with each detail, “down to each handle.” 

Technology is also a big part of the finished product. Embedded throughout 
the house are digital temperature adjusters, voice-activated speakers, linked smoke

detectors, and remotely controlled lights and door locks. It's "kind of like the 
Jetsons,” he says. 

But he wants those controls to remain hidden. Your eye should be drawn 
instead to the beautiful fireplaces, or the hexagonal bathroom tile inspired by the 
Victorian era. “There's nothing terribly overstated in this house,” һе says. 

The Ungvarskys aren't the only ones to update the home: It was originally 
single-family and was made into a duplex at some point. Part of the challenge was 
converting it back. 

After the place started to take shape, there was still more work: smoothing out 
drywall, rebuilding casework, and other tasks. With old houses, he says, you keep 
finding more to do. 

And the final cost? “More than anticipated,” he says, laughing. 

He walks back downstairs to the large living room, the details of which in- 
clude Victorian-inspired Hoor vent grates and a refurbished fireplace. If you were 
“cool enough” at a Victorian gathering, you'd be invited from the first parlor into 
the second, he nores, and eventually maybe even into the dining room.

In early 1980s London, the legend goes, a young 
supermodel walked into Dick Bradsell's bar and 
asked for a drink that would wake her up. Think- 
ing quickly, Bradsell mixed a shot of espresso wich 
vodka, coffee liqueur and simple syrup. The resulr 
was a delicious drink that combined the jolt of 
caffeine with the punch of booze. 

Though it was originally named the Vodka 
Espresso, it eventually joined the long list of inac- 
curately dubbed martinis. Nomenclature aside, che 
problem with Bradsell’s espresso martini was che 
mixology. 

The keys to delicious cocktails are quality and 
balance. The latter is easily achieved in a drink made 
with vodka (a neutral spirit) and coffee. So, focus on 
quality ingredients and you should be OK. 

Regulations on American vodka require that 
liquor be odorless, tasteless and flavorless, so for this 
drink steer toward European options. Ketel One is 
an excellent choice. Or, if you prefer a Virginia оНег- 
| ing, try Richmond's Belle Isle 80 proof moonshine. 
It's far more reminiscent of European vodka than 
anything you'll find in a mason jar. 

Coffee liqueur is where the real discernment 
f begins. It might be casier to just grab che most well- 
known coffee liqueur on che marker, Kahlua, but 


I recommend you make your own. W
